Money Trust Probe Reports 


While the outcome of the prolonged investigation ol 


the so-called "money trust" by Chairman Jujo and his 
congressional committee is a trio of reports apparently 
widely at variance, analysis discloses the interesting 
fact that the divergence of conclusions is more nearly a 
difference of the descriptive term chosen to lit the condi- 
tions than a disagreement over the actual conditions ex- 
isting. Mr. Pujo and his democratic colleagues on the 
committee assert that a money tmst really exists, that it 
embraces a wholesale concentration of money and credits 
that wields power sufficient to bring outside interests to 
their knees in affairs financial. Three of the republican 
members of the committee deny the existence of a "money 
trust," but admit "a, dangerous concentration of credit/ 
while the lone Michigan member of the committee, also

'lL nineteen new pay-as-you-entor 
\ cars which will be sliding over

open the eyes of all beholders. In al- 
most every feature they vary from the 
etyle of car now in use. and the new 
features are all good ones, it appears. 
Here are some of the points uf superior- 
ity: 


Ihc crowd entering a ear doesn't have, 


to wait for the gelting-off passengers 
to make their exit. 


The heating and ventilation are per- 


fect.

When the passenger pushes a button. 


tlie motonuan hoars a 
buzzer 
only. 


There is no stop bell. 


The conductor remains at the front 


of the (•»;•. 


There is no ding-dong to go ahead. 


The motorman opens and closes tin- 
door as he. watches the movement of 
the crowds. 


The cars are wide, allowing for spa- 


cious aisles and seats. Thirty-^ix people 
are seated comfortably—more than that 
in the summer time—although tin; car 
doesn't look larger than 
the 
present 


ones. 


It is impossible to step onto or off 


n car before it comes to u dead stop. 


The traction company will call the 


new specimens "Pre-payim-At Front En- 
trance Cars.'1 but everybody else will 
call them the Pay-As-Yoii-kntrr Cars, 
just the same. When the car comes to 
a stop, the waiting passenger sees be- 
fore him closed doors at the right hand 
front of the ear. The rear tlonr is never 
to be opened except in cases of emer- 
gency.

Great Railroader Sold Aged 


"Grandmother" Clock ' 


60 Years Ago. 


VIRGINIAN 
HAS 
IT 


Bristol, Va., Teh. 28.—Gen. Knfus A. 


Ayers, former attorney-general of Vir- 
ginia, has in his home at Big Stone 
Oap, Va., a grandfather clock with an 
Interesting history. 
Jlore .than sixty 


years ago, before the era of railroads 
In this region, Collis T*. Huntington, 
builder of the first, trnnscontinont.nl line, 
Vhcn a young and enterprising Yankee, 
tngngod in peddling clocks through the 
louthland and on one of his trips sold 
Uiis clock to a. farmer living on the 
ttmtk fork of the Holiston river, across 


the state line in Sullivan county, Ten- 
nessee. 


It was the custom at that time to 


sell such articles on a credit of one 
year. 
fThe peddler would go on his 


rouilds making sales, and on the re- 
turn trip, a year later, would collect for 
previous sales. 


When Huntington 
returned a year 


later 
to 
collect for this clock, now 


owned by General Ayers. the old farmer 
did not have the cash to pay him; so 
Huntington proposed to take fonr head 
of fine beef cattle in settlement. 
The 


farmer readily agreed, but he could not 
understand why Huntington should ac- 
cept the cattle, since, there was no mar- 
ket for them at the place. But Hunt- 
ington hired a niiin to accompany him 
and drive the 
cattle 
to Rogcrsvillc, 


Hawkins county, Tennessee! which was 
then a stopping place for stagn Jines 
running north and south at /that time., 
nnd thert he sold them to the inn- 
keeper. 


"1 didn't lose anything on tho trans- 


action,"-Raid Huntington, "for J sold tlic 
cnttle. for enough to pay for the clock 
and the hire of the man to drive them." 


General Ayers tells another story con- 


cerning the builder of the. Southern nnd 
Central Pacific, railronda who at 
tho, 


time of his death in 1900 was f resident 


of twenty-six corporations owning 0,000 
miles of railroad and r>,00l) miles 
of 


steamship line. 


A\ hen IJuntington was 
building tho 


Chesapeake and Ohio, one. of the larg- 
est, contractors was 0. -R. Mason. Al- 
though he had no education and was un- 
able, even to write his name, he .under- 
took large contracts and had almost un- 
limited credit with the Virginia banks. 
When the work was completed Hnnt- 
ingtou stopped at MaKon'a homo town 
on the railroad to se.ttle with 
him. 


After 
considerable 
argument, 
during 


which Huntington frequently looked at 
hifi watch, he agreed to pay Mason the 
full amount of his claim. 
The money 


was paid nnd n receipt taken. Hunting- 
tort started to leave, explaining he must 
catch his train, which left in tlftoen 
minutes. 
Mason corrected him, saying 


that ho, was mistaken in tho schedule of 
his own road, for there wa« no train for 
six hours, 


"Goodness, Mason! 
If I had known 


that I would not 1mvc paid your bill in 
full. 
What is there hero that I can 


'trade in during the six hours?" 


He was informed that thn only indus- 


try 
was n flouring mill. 
Huntington 


went there and~bought two cars of flour 
at n discount for cash. Ho chuckled as 
he turned and said to Mason^ "\Vcll, 


I've made, rxponscs, anyhow,'' 


General Avers says that besides his 


keen businass nrunieiit another of Hunt- 
ington's traits was indomitable physical 
courage. 
He recalls that when Hunt- 


ington was about to extend the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio .railroad to the Ohio 
river at 
Huulington, 
a great many 


years ago, he determined to go down 
New river over the rapids in n rowbont. 
His engineers 
nnd 
others acquainted 


with the river tried to deter him, but 
he wns determined. 
He built rt boat 


nnd enlisted two or three daring natives 
and pushed off. And they got through 
to Huntington, although they had sev- 
eral hairbreadth escapes, the boat hav- 
ing been wrecked three times.

Changed the Name. 


Some five or six years after, the or- 


ganization of the, lodge at Oneonta, it 
was considered advisable to make slight 
changes in the constitution and by-laws 
so as to admit others than brakemcn to 
membership and th« word "trainmen" 
was substituted for brakemen. And thus 
came into existence the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trfainmen, which for its benefi- 
cent work and influences among railway 
men is known to the residents of every 
railway center in the United States, Can- 
ada and Mexico. 


Its Insurance Feature. 


"Benevolence, Sobriety and Industry" 


is its motto, and it endeavors to exem- 
plify and impress these grand sentiments 
upon the minds of all the members. 
Their honest, manly bearing in the com- 
munities in which they reside is con- 
clusive evidence of the success of these 
teachings. In May, 1011, when the grand 
lodge met in biennial session in Harris- 
burg the Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men had in existence llfi.OOO insurance 
policies approximating a value of $140,- 
000,000.

Non-political in Organization. 


While the organization is a non-sec- 


tarian and non-political organization, it 
has taken an active part in directing 
stnte and national legislation at differ- 
ent times and claims credit for the ful- 
crew laws in many of tho states, tile 
boiler inBpection law, the employers' li- 
ability law, the automatic coupler law, 
the standardization of equipment law, 
the air brake law and other laws bear- 
ing upon railway work and operation. 
At the biennial convention in Harris- 
burg there wore about 850 delegates in 
attendance and it is estimated that at 
tho next convention, which will be held 
in San Francisco in May, there will be 
about 900 delegates in attendance. 


The Local Lodge. 


Fort Wayne lodge, No. 136, ranks third 


in point of number in the United States. 
This 
distinction has 
been 
attained 


through the efforts of the officers and 
members, who throw their hearts and 
energies into every movement for the 
advancement of the lodge that arises. 
Notable among these events have been 


the membership campaigns, the social 
gatherings at the hail and the annual 
balls and fairs, such as will be the big 
event arranged for next April at the 
Minuet hall. 


Is Twentyeight Years Old. 


No. 136 will be, twenty-eight years old 


in a few months. It was organized Au- 
gust 24, 1885, two years after the or- 
ganization of the first lodge at Oneonta. 
It immediately became one of the most 
active lodges in the country and seven 
years after its organization it had the 
distinction of having tho greatest num- 
ber of members of any lodge of the or- 
der in the country. Then the manage- 
ment was confronted with the problem 
of providing'adequate hall facilities, and 
being unable to get a hall of sufficient 
size, it was deemed advisable to divide, 
and No. .'(12 came into existence in 1SD2? 


Meets With Adversity. 


In ISfll the order became mixed up in 


the American Railway union strike 
which gwepc over the country and on 
September 1 of that year both lodges 
surrendered their charters to P. H. Mor- 
rissey, who was then tho grand master 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men. 
For a period of one year and 


nine months following that event the 
trainmen of Fort Wayne were deprived 
of tho benclits of u local organization, 
and those who retained their member- 
ship did it through the grand lodge. 


Has Over 700 Members. 


.June 7, 18U6, l''ort Wayne lodge, No. 


130, 
was icorgunized with a charter 


membership of twenty-two, cl.icily men 
who had been members of the old lodges. 
Each of thcae was a worker and deeply 
interested ii, the order, and as a result 
No. 136' has u membership of 720, a very 
satisfactory fund in tho treasury, and 
ranks third in a numerical way in the 
list of B. of R. T. lodges in the United 
States. 


Maintains Hospital Room- 


No. 136 is the only order of railway 


brotherhoods in Fort Wayne 'that has a 
room in a hospital. 
This room, which 


is located in St. Joseph hospital, was 
fitted out at a cost of $BS7 and its fur- 
nishings include two beds, a couch, tables 
and chairs. 
It is well located and is 


said to be one of the best ventilated 
and lighted rooms in that mammoth in- 
stitution. It was opened October 13,

the sick at home. 


A college for the dissemination of existing knowledge 


of heatlh laws, and a laboratory of rosoaivh applying to 
the prevention of disease.

There is no more important problem 


before the world todny thnn that of 
the conservation of human life and en- 
ergy. This problem is distinctly a *o- 
tial problem—» problem which must be 
tolvcd by the people. 
One of the most 


important instruments to be utied in the 
Solution is the hospital. 


Th« Hospital a "Health Center." 


Tho popular conception of a hospital 


if rather narrow. 
The hospital is gen- 


erally regarded as an institution whoso 
aole nnd only duty is the relief and 
euro of the; Biek and afflicted nnd its 
efficiency nnd importance is rated ac- 
cording to its success along these lines. 
Kov, the hospital should not only dem- 
onstrate its efficiency by curing and re- 
lieving the sick who enter its doors, but 
It should, in addition to this duty, per- 
form another nnd still morn important 
one. 
The hospital should ho a health 


center or college of health in which 
there should be given to the patients 
(students) instruction that enables them 
to k*»p well. 
Nor should these efforts 


nt instruction stop with the patients, 
for sometimes they are incapable, from 
age, disease or circumstances, of apply- 
ing the instruction, but should be given 
to the, mother, the husband, the friend 
or. perhaps, tho landlord. 
' Let me give a few examples to illus- 
trate the points I want to mnkc. 


Teaching How to Keep Well. 


A man comes to the hospital with an 


indigestion duo to 
improper food. 
Tt 


would be unwise from nn economic stand- 
point, as well as unfair to the patient. 
to cure him and send him out without 


he knowledge necessary to enable him 
to keep well, for if this is don? he will 
•*oon be forced to come back again tor 
reatment. his sultcring w:ll be repeated, 
utd in the end he may Ivmme pernm- 
uently incapacitated or die premature- 
ly. 
In such a case as this it may be 


necessary to instruct the w i f e ho\v \,t 
prepare lie'- husband'* fond ami v hut 
"ood he shall have. 
This i i M n u i i n n 


nay invohv some lessons in to"king 
which would be given by those in charge 
of the hospital diet kitchen. 


Another mini comes intu tho hospital 


vith rheumatism; he soon improves so 
is to be able to resume his work, but 
s soon baric :i^ain because of a re- 
currence fit' tin- i rouble.' Inquiry reveals 
the fact that his cellar is constantly 
Hooded because of n leak in the water 
pipe and tl'at iiis food is improperly se- 
lected and prepared. 
Hi- is «-ured again 


and. 
in addiUon. I hi' landlord is instruct- 


I lo have the plumbing tixed and his 


wife is tnu: rht how to prepare his food, 
and as a j-evnlt tin 
1 man "stays cured." 


In case the landlord demurs when asked 
lo make ,-e|,air« it is sometimes neces- 
sary to invoke the aid uf the health au- 
t horities. 


A l>nV<' is brought In the hospital with 


a bowel complaint which, upon investi- 
gation, is found to bo due to improper 
food and feeding. To cure Unit Imbe nnd 
send it back to the corn of a mother 
ignorant, or careless of tho babe's food 
anil feeling would be to subject it to the 
almost certain danger of relapse, 
in 


connection rrith 
the 
investigation of 


ueli cases ns this it not infrequently 
happens that the trouble is traced to 
tho milk mpply, tho services of the 
health officer nre brought Into rcejul- 
sition and wide-spread epidemics- 
are 


stopped or prevented. Investigations of 
this kind recently made by tho hos- 
pitals iu Boston nnd Baltimore resulted 
in the checking of epidemics of sore 
throat which had become alarming. 
It 


frequently happens that the hospital in- 
vestigation shows that parental neglect 
is the cause of the illness. 
In such 


cases it is the duty of tho hospital au- 
thorities In see to it that the help of 
tho proper ngencies is secured In look- 
ing toward a relief of the condition. 
This may mean 
that 
tho Associated 


Charities, the Visiting Nurse league, or 
the humane officer, one or all, be drafted 
into the service. 


Promoting Social Purity. 


Tn furthering the work of social purity 


the hospital should he a powerful fac- 
tor. 
There are constantly in the hos- 


expense, but the wage earner, the man 
with a small salary, is all too often for- 
gotten. 
Tile hospital makes it possible 


for this class of people, nnd they are 
the most n tmerous class in the world, 
to avail themselves of first-class medi- 
cal attention at a price entirely within 
their (the patients) ability to pay, and 
\vithont kiKs to the hospital. 
For in- 


fcla'nre. it 's impossible for a man earn- 
ing .*l.'Ht;) a year to supply in the home 
u number ui his family with the best 
nitdica! iit'.-'-iitiun during a tcrious and 
protracted iilncss without seriously bur- 
dening Iiini5clt' financially. 
One nurse 


would cost him ->- 
week and 


her board. 
IJr&idcs 
numerous t little 


things in the w::y ..,f utensil:; necessary 
lor tho cure of I he p.iti<;;.t would have 
to

All 
of (hir. including

nll'ord to reader the same service at the 
hospital cheaper than at the home, be- 
eau'ie the eervicv at the hospital requires 
less lime. All the world will agree that 
it is especially important that all worn-' 
en during i: bor and the U'ing-in period 
should have the best care and attention 
that tlit science of medicine can afford. 
and yet it is u notorious fact among 
medical men that relatively few of those 
patients jet lirst-chiss attention. 
The 


hospital can give to these patients that 
attention 
which 
modern science de- 


mands for rrem $12 o $15 per week. 
The cheaper rate is fur a. bed in a ward 
and the higher one is for a. private room. 
In addition there is a charge made for 
dressing of about ?2 for throe weeks 
These charges include everything except 
the doctor's fee. Thus it will be seen 
that these nothers and their babies can 
be cared for in the hospital for .1 period 
of three weeks for from $38 to $47. The 
same care ia the home would cost 575 
for 
the 
nurse alone plus her board.

mum price. If all babes were born un- 
der proper hospital supervision blind- 
ness from the infection under considera- 
tion (and as we have pointed nut, this 
infection is the cause of one-third of iill 
blindness) would be unknown. 


Teaching Young Mothers. 


Moreover, these mothers, while In the 


hospital, should be instructed In the 
care of the child to thn end that the 
little one may have a fdir chance to 
grow to maturity. 
Permit mo to cm- 


phasi/.c the importance of this instruc- 
tion to mothers by calling to mind the 
face t h a t n baby comes into the world 
with less chance to live a week than a 
man of ninuty, and lens chance to live 
a year than a man of eighty, and that 
most of this frightful mortality Is due 
to improper food and feeding. 
It seems 


important then that the hospital should 
be the center for tho Visiting Nurse 
league, tho day nursery and the city 
dispensary, and in close afllliation with 
the city health office, the nnti-tuberco- 
losis league, 
the Associated Charities, 


the humane ofliec, the Y. M. 0. A., the 
V. W. C. A. and all organizations whose

negie foundation, "One of the problems 
of the future is to educate the public 
itself to appreciate the i'uct that verv 
seldom under existing conditions docs 
the patient receive the best aid which 
it is possible to give him in the present 
state, of medicine.." 
it is the duty of 


the hospital to take a prominent part 
in this 'education of the public' and 
to bring the 'best aid' which it is pos- 
sible to give within the reach of all. A 
proper use of the hospitals 03* the town- 
ship trustees would material!}' reduce 
the expense to the public of caring for 
the sick poor and would besides extend 
to these poor unfortunates that aid 
which they have the right to expect at 
the hands of an intelligent public. It 
not infrequently happens that people arc 
sent to tlis poorhouse to become perma- 
nent public burdens when intelligent hos- 
pital aid would restore them to health 
and save them from the humiliation and 
shame of pauperism." 


Xot only should the hospital be a 


health center or college for the dissem- 
ination of existing knowledge of health 
laws, etc., but it should bo also a labora- 
tory of lesearch nnd investigation in 
which physicians may develop new facts 
concerning The cure and prevention of 
disease. 
From facts developed by hos- 


pital research 
and 
investigation there 


has already been added many thousands 
of years to the sum total of human life 


and an almost incalculable quantity to 
the sum total of human efficiency, but 
the work in this direct ion may be said 
to be no more than well commenced. 


Babes Are the Sutterers. 


As evidence of the enormous work yet 


to be done aloug this line, allow mo lo 
recall to your mind the facts and iig- 
nres given iu the earlier part of this ar- 
ticle and. to call your attention to tho 
met of thi.* heavy and unnecessary debt 
we are paying ialls'with vspeciul forco 
on the little- babes, notwithstanding tho 
fact th:it the death rate among infants 
has been steadily and enormously dimin- 
ishing. 


In si certain city in this country the 


death rate among infants is 111! per 
thousand, while the total death rate, in- 
cluding adults, in that same city is 
only IU per thousand.

64(1 babies dio 
every day."

While it is true, in the writer's opin- 


ion, that the medical profession as a, 
body is outranked by no other body of 
men cither in point of proficiency or 
morals, it is also true that in its ranks 
arc to bu found some, though relatively 
few. 
who are unscrupulous and unprin- 


cipled, and others who are lacking in 
(ruining ;uid knowledge. Another func- 
tion nf the hospital is tn protect tho 
public alike from the ignorant doctor 
and the. unprincipled doctor. 
The doors 


of the bospital should be open to all 
capable and worthy doctors and should 
be closed to all that arc incapable ami 
unworthy, regardless 'of nil things else. 


Let, me conclude by saying that tho 


hospital should be regarded us a publio 
institution of incalculable, value whose 
functions are in large measure social— 
as the church for promulgation to man 
of the gospel of man's body, out of 
which is to come, in the words of tho 
celebrated Dr. Osier, "Man's redemption 
of man."

j-6 If it is a cold day in winter time, the 


air is passed over steam pipes which 


raise the temperature from 54 to 70 
degrees. 


All the air in the, house 
can 
be 


changed in four minutes tfme. 


Mountain nir is generally supposed to 


be pure. So is the nir filtered into the 
operating rooms of fine hospitals. But 
comparative tests made by men who 
make a business of breeding germs from 
air to find out how pure or impure it 
is, show that this house, unique among 
all houses in the world, has less germs 
and dust than -any other—for to all in- 
tents and purposes it has none at all.

Important Help in Improvement Plan 


First Annual Report of City 


Forester 
Getz 
Shows 


Scope of the Work Under- 
taken — Department , is 
Self-Sustaining. 


Vast scope of the work undertaken

The report follows: 


Herewith I submit the lirst annual 


report of the forestry department for 
the year Ibl2. This being the first re- 
port* of the activities of this new de- 
partment, it would soi'in appropriate to 
Ijrieflv review its im-eptiuu and devel- 
opuient. 


(Ju March I'-'. 1(112. the hoard of pnrk 


commissioners' 
shade 
tree

was unanimously passed by the com- 
mon council and <luly signed by

mayor. The department was established

Early Activities. 


As soon as tho Fort AVuyne newspa- 


pers announced that the hoard of park 


j commissioners iiad appointed a city for- 
ester, much interest was manifested on 
all sides. 
The secretary was at mice 


deluged with inquiries and requests for 
th" forester's services, and within two 
weeks after his arrival, actual 
field 


work was begun. 
Fort Wayne yunng 


men were trained in the various pro- 
cess of practical shade tree preserva- 
tion, and this'oxpcrt service was placed 
at the disposal of the 
public. 
This 


woik consisted uf eradicating and con- 
trolling tree diseases by the employ- 
ment of power sprays: the symmetrical 
trimming of street, shade 
and 
lawn 


trees, the pruning of fruit trees: plant- 
ing and transplanting of shade trees: 
tree surgery, etc. The men employer! 


i on the force -were taught -the- dotails- of 
each operation and have now become 
very efficient. 


The Forestry Force and Equipment. 
At present we have two forces of 


trained men, each in charge uf a compe- 
tent foreman. The equipment for each 
force consists uf 
a, large, single horse 


wagon, nnd complete paraphernalia for 
doing every branch of the work. 
The 


tools are of the best and most approved 
type, thus enabling the work to be ojc- 
cciited 
quickly 
and 
efficiently; 
the 


charges for the work 
thereby 
being 


placed at a minimum. 
Instruction 
Pamphlet 
and 
Publicity. 


Acting upon the order of the board of 


park commissioners to prepare- a gen- 
eral instruction pamphlet, a booklet of 
twelve pages was Issued. 
This serves 


as general information to the public, 
and is distributed freelv. 
It contains

Many trees along tli" river bank on 


St. .l...e boulevard, which were dead or 
Iiad dangerous dead limbs upon them 
were removed under the direction of tlic_ 
park board, and. the live trees proporlv 
trimmed, greatly adding to the appear- 
ance of that mile of river bank. 


Street Tree Planting. 


On Oct. r,. ||>12. the forester was di- 


rected to plant Oriental 
plane 'trees 


along the east side of Anthony boul- 
evard, from I'ontiae street to 'Wayne 
'Irace. This required 1.11 trees, guards 
ami stakes. The trees were planted in 
a. staggered 
nrrangoni'-nt. according to 


the standard boulevard schcm". 
This 


arrangement gives the boulevard a vory 
diguVicd appearance, as well as making 
a delightful shady sidewalk for pleas- 
ure seekers when the trees are grown. 
'Ihis i* the first boulevard planting in 
J'ort W ayno, and from present indica- 
oations these, boulevards will develop 
into drives and walks of great beauty 
and utility. 
The Oriental platui tree 


has been exclusively reserved for boule- 
vard planting, and the beauty and dig- 
nity of this Iroe. as well as it hardi- 
ness and longevity commends it for this 
purpose, 


On Nov. 1C, 1H12. the board granted 


the petition of the property owners to 
plant Xorwny maples on Oliver street, 
from Pontiac to McKcc street. 
This 


work -was started nnd will be completed 
this spring. The trees arc being plant- 
ed HO feet apart, nnd properly protect- 
ed with tree guards and stakes. This 
is n very commendable work and will 
develop into a uniform row of beautiful 
shade trees. 


Private Forestry Work. 


During the nine months of its exist 


once the department has executed 217 
private contracts. 
The cost 
of 
this 


service varied from 1.1 cents to Jffill.7!'. 
This work consisted of spraying for 
tree diseases; planting; trimming shade 
trees; pruning fruit trees, hedges nnd 
vines; tree surgery; tiling and fertiliz- 
ing trees, etc. That thin feature of the 
department's work was popular is ovi- 
de/iced by letters of approval and the 
re-orders for litl.'l. The scale price for 
this class of work lias been set nt .'1.1 
cents per hour per man. and I" cents 
per hour for hoi>n and wagon; to these 
figures are added Ihe cost of materials 
and supplies used. 
This figure iv as 


low as is consistent witli the high stan- 
dard of work and service rendered, and, 
based on the amount of work done in 
liHii. is practically the net cost to the 
department for lining this. work. 


Licensed Pruncrs. 


Two residents of the city have satis- 


factorily 
demonstrated 
their 
compe- 


tency, and "were licensed to engage in 
the 
hiiMiio.ts 
of 
tiimming. 
pruning, 


planting and treating trees. 
Tnin fea- 


ture protects the citizens from the tree 
butchers who have been mutilating onr 
heaut.iful shade trees in 
years 
past. 


This das* of work can be done most 
satisfactorily by young men with abil- 
ity to climb, and old men "who applied 
we.re induced to secure emplovment for 


of Knst Wayne street, from the east

iM'lwoon the forestry department 


and the |ici";n*ed tree pruners and tree 
agents; and working thus in harmony, 
the best results will he attained. 


Insects and Trae Diseases. 


Fort. Wym: is very fortunate in hay. 


iug hut. few tree diseases. 
Tho scale, 


insects seem to be present in the great- 
ests numbers: the San Jose scale bead- 
ing the list, with the. Oyster Shell scale 
ranking second. 
The. Carolina, cotton 


wood, or common poplar trees, serve as 
breeding places for this latter scale, 
and a removal of all tho poplar trees 
in -Tort Wayno would almost solve the 
Oyster Shell scale ami the Scurfy scale 
problems. The Cottony Maple scale and 
the. Woolly M,aplc scale are present in 


Final! quantities and do but little harm. 
An annual spraying of all the 
fruit 


trees upon- eity lot-; would result in 
greatly diminishing the scale, jrnd pre- 
vent its spread to the shade trees. The 
scale insevt has also been noticed on 
the shrubs in the parks.and in some in- 
stances in great qualities. 
The tree 


aphides, or tree lire, created consider- 
able worry on the part of a great num- 
ber of citizens during the past season. 
The maple aphides completely covered 
the nndciside of the leaves of our ma- 
ples, ami excreted honey dew in such 
large quantities that, it blackened (he 
sidewalks. 
As a rule, this aphis ap- 


pears in an injurious form but once in 
a number of year-.. 
Its attacks last 


unly a few weeks, and 
it is generally 


held in check by its natural enemies. 
The nature of the pest, was explained 
to our people and they were assured 
Tiat no great injury would result from 
the attack. 


The leaf eating insects which give the 


eastern city foresters so much trouble, 
and cause enormous tree 
losses 
and 


great expense in the effort to control 
them, are practically a negligible quan- 
tity in Fort Wayne. The Tussock moth 
was the most abundant, leaf eater, but 
was not present in sufficient numbers to 
justify spraying. 
Tile boring 
insects 


and fungous diseases were present 
in 


such amounts, as are common under or- 
^tlinary 
conditions. 
Their 
destructive 


work was greatly augmented by the 
improper pruning of the tree butcher.'A 
triplex power pump is used by the de- 
partment, to spray trees badly infested 
with scale. 
In certain localities the 


shade trees are slowly dying from the 
effects of the scale, but. a timelv spray- 
ing of these trees V.U] hold the scale in 
check and save the trees. This feature 
of the work of the department will be 
developed to a somewhat greater extent 
during the coming year. 


Arbor Day. 


On Oct. 25 the forester assisted two 


public schools in their Arbor day cele- 
bration. 
During the afternoon of that 


day the forestry force planted nineteen 
American elm trees in the -Tames H. 
Smart school playground. 
This work 


was a donation to the school by Messrs. 
(IrifTilli and 
Fair, architects 
of 
the. 


building. The children assembled in the 
playground at 2 o'clock p. in., and after 
singing a. few appropriate Arbor day 
songs, witnessed the planting of a tree, 
the forester explaining the details of 
oaeh step., as well as the natural funO- 
tion of each component part 
of 
tho 


trees. At. ,"t o'clock p. m., of the same 
day the forester addressed the children 
of the Miner school. 
In the future n 


more earnest co-operation will be at- 
tempted between the public schools and 
this department, in an effort to create 
a keener interest in trees, shrubs and 
plant life. 


The Municipal Nursery. 


Karly last fall a. municipal nursery 


was started, where seedling trees will 
be grown from seed, ami other propagu- 
tiuii work carried on. This nursery will 
care for about f/tir thousand trees, and 
will shortly turn out six hundred trees 
annually, of the proper size for plant- 
ing along our streets or 
within 
onr-
